ity or undesirability of the Pacific Colony, the Register sent the following letter to a num­ 


ber of men whose positions are such as to enable them to be fully ipformed and whose in­ 


telligence and integrity constitute them the Lest of judges: 


An effort is being made by the business men of Orange to secure the loca­ 
tion in this county— almost at the door of the most productive and populous 
section of the county— of the proposed “ Pacific Colony,” a home for feeble 
minded persons. 
The law creating this institution provides for the admission 


of all kinds or irresponsibles (except insane) including epileptics and those con­ 
victed of crimes; and the plan of caring for them along hygienic and self-sup­ 
porting lines on a 900-acre farm is such as to necessitate allowing them a large 
amount of freedom and ample opportunity for escape. 
Apparently a large majority of the people of the County are opposed to 


the location in the county of this or any other public institution of a similar char­ 
acter. 
We think it should be located as remote as possible from an established 


and densely populated home community, where it would create its own environ­ 
ment— that is, where those who would live near it would go there knowingly 
and voluntarily. 
W ill you please write me what you think of the desirability of such an in­ 
stitution from the standpoint of the community’s social and industrial welfare. 
Does such an institution give the town in (or nearest) which it is located an 


unpleasant and unprofitable notoriety? 
Do the people who live near such institutions regard them as a menace to 


safety? 
Other things being equal, would you prefer to have your home and your 


business and your property in a town n?ar which such an institution is located 
or in a town without such institution?

LIVES NEAR A STATE 
INSTITU­ 
TION 
LESS 
OBJECTIONABLE 
THAN PACIFIC COLONY BUT 
DOESN’T LIKE IT 


Highland, Cal., Dec. 18, 1917. 
Mr. J. P. Baumgartner, 
Editor Santa Ana Register, 
Santa Ana, California., 
Dear Mr. B aum gartner:— Your let­ 
ter of December 13th at hand, and I 
ant glad to give you the results of my 
observations in a community in which 
a similar (although widely different) 
institution as the proposed home for 
feeble minded is located. 
In the first place, the inmates of 
the Southern California State Hospi­ 
tal, or any insane asylum 
for 
that 
matter, are closely guarded and are 
not permitted outside 
the 
premises, 
while it is evident that in such an in­ 
stitution as the proposed ‘‘Pacific Col­ 
ony” the patients will be given more 
liberties, for if this were riot the ease, 
all those mentally deficient would be 
committed to our established in sa n e 1 
asylums. 
Undoubtedly the chief ob­ 
ject in having the distinctive institu­ 
tions is for the purpose of economiz­ 
ing, which can only be done by elim­ 
inating many of the employes at the 
home for the feeble minded. 
This is 
a very good plan, for there are many 
in our state institutions who are com­ 
paratively harmless, and do not nec­ 
essarily need the attention of guards, 
and there are many at large for whom 
such an institution 
would 
be 
the 
proper place. 
But I do not believe that such an 
institution should be placed In a com­ 
munity where it is not wanted. 
I find 
that most people, especially women, 
have a horror of living near an in­ 
sane asylum, even though they know 
that the inmates are carefully guard­ 
ed 
and they would undoubtedly shun 
a home for feeble minded all the more 
on account of Hie unavoidable contact 
with the inmates. 
'Personally, although I live within 
two miles of the Southern California 
State Hospital, and we never come in 
contact with the patients, I would not 
wish to live within many miles of the 
proposed "Pacific Colony, 
where 
I 
would he in constant 
fear 
of 
the 
safety of my wife and children. 
I believe such an institution should 
be in the most thinly-settled section 
that can be found, where climatic con­ 
ditions are favorable to the treatment i 
of mental diseases. 
Then, instead of 
people being forced to live near 
the 
place, only those will settle there who 
have no fear of such an institution. 
I prefer that this letter will not lie 
used in such a way as to offend my 
neighbors in charge of the State Hos­ 
pital. but I ani confident, that even 
though our institution is not a menace 
to this community on account of the 
efficient manner in which it is con­ 
ducted. many people would not locate 
here because of its proximity, and I 
ani sure there is as much difference 
between our state hospital and your 
“Pacific Colony" as there is between 
a penitentiary and the prison camp we 
have in the San Bernardino 
moun­ 
tains.

I am going to give it, regardless 
Of thg fact timt my ideas do not coin­ 
cide with yours, nor, as it seems, with 
those of many good people 
of 
the 
county. 
Speaking candidly, I would say that 
in my opinion the 
great 
fear 
ex­ 
pressed. that the establishment of a 
home of this kind might be a detri­ 
ment to the neighborhood in which it 
is located, is altogether unwarranted. 
I believe I may claim with justice to 
know something of t his matter, hav­ 
ing been for nearly tw'elve years con­ 
nected with the administration of the 
State Hospital at Patton. 
And while 
the Patton Hospital has been and still 
is a wonderful thing for San Bernar­ 
dino and Redlands (adjoining 
cities, 
and trading centers for all the 
em ­ 
ployes of the institution) this insti­ 
tution promised for 
Orange 
county 
would not have the undesirable fea­ 
tures of the one at Patton. 
For 
the 
home proposed for Orange county is 
not for the use of insane persons, nor 
will they be confined there. 
It is for 
the 
feeblem inded—those 
who 
are 
mentally sick. 
The patients would be 
carefully looked after by men 
and 
women who understand the 
proper 
care of such cases. 
The institution as a whole 
would 
not, I believe, be nearly as much a 
menace to the welfare of the adjacent 
countryside as the establishing of a 
tubercular sanitarium would 
he. 
A 
big monthly payroll, of which proba­ 
bly seventy-five per cent would 
be 
spent in your three small cities, Santa 
Ana, Orange and Anaheim, is 
only 
one of the good results you might ex­ 
pect from having an institution of the 
kind. 
I suggest that your people send 
a committee to (Ban Bernardino and 
ascertain by careful inquiry if 
the 
Southern California State Hospital at 
Patton has not been a wonderful help 
to San Bernardino in a business way, 
also to find out if the place has been 
a detriment to the county as a whole 
or any part thereof. 
lf your people 
want some figures as to payroll 
at 
Patton, or anything of the sort, I can 
supply them. 
I will not dwrell upon the un-Chris­ 
tian attitude which it appears to me 
that some of your good people take 
in regard to the establishment of this 
home in Orange county. 
Can it be 
they are content to assume and m ain­ 
tain a position which may

summed up: 
Those people are unfor- 
Binate; through no fault of their own 
they are mentally deficient; they arc 
wards of the state; so far as we are 
concerned they may go tN hell!
